How the PJeops .ir«^ riu kc-.l— The Rod 
Tape i'rocess* 

(lold coin for shipment to Europe i.< 
])a( ke'l in koL's, each ke;; containing; $50,- 
(iO(), Specie is not tiirown loosely into a 
ketr nor, upon the other hand, it is ( ave- 
fully wrappeil in tis«ne paper anil piled 
upon anotlier. The key: swerves only as a 
protection for canvas hat:?^, into whicn the 
u">M is i)lncG«l in tlieordinary hit-and-mi.'?.* 
fashion of pennies in a Jersey farmer's 
wallet, The canvas of these bags is espe- 
cially stout and the end.s are sewed par- 
ticularly strong. In the interests of secu- 
rity each keg is treated to what is techni- 
cally known among the shippers as the 
" red taping" process. At each end of tlie 
kear, in the projectinL; rhns of the staves 
above tiie head, are bored four holes at 
e'|iii-di.«tant intervals. A piece of red tape 
is run through these holes, crossinj^ on tlie 
head of the keg, and the ends finally meet 
in the center. At t!ie point of ineetini; 
the tape is sealed to the ke^'s head )iy 
hard wax bearing the stamp of the shii*- 
psr. Any nie Idlin^j with tliem break the 
tape or wax, and so on the trip across the 
ocean it is an easy matter to watch the 
valuable consignment and detect any at- 
teini>t to interfere with it. 

Gold crosses the ocean very much as 
does every other kind of freight. Years 
a','o there weresotiie9hii)perR who detailed 
an employe with every consignment to act 
as a sort of detective and hold a watch as 
best he could over tiieir kegs. No such 
care is ever taken now. As a rule, the 
gold shipped is insured. 8afe1y watched 
until on shipboanl, the precious freijfht is 
then under the control of the vessel au- 
thorities and the marine insurance com- 
panies, and upon these parties is all re- 
sponsibility place<l. The averaire rate of 
insurance is about <£3oO-— sonietiung over 
$1,700— upon a shipment of $1,000,000. 
There are shij^pers who do n<.>t insure, or 
rather they insure themselves in Wall 
street, which sent some $30,000,000 abroad 
last year, paid no taxes to any insurance 
company. The saviitgs thus effected 
amounted to about $50,000. In maintain- 
ing this policy of no insurance, these ship- 
pers say that their savings on tliis account 
since t (ley have been in business have been 
such as would enable them to lose out- 
right a shipment of $1,000,000 or more, 
and still have a balance to their credit in 
the fund which they have set aside in the 
their own house instead of paying it out 
for insui'ance. Carefully chosing the 
steamers upon which to place consign- 
ments, thev discount all probability of dis- 
aster. A rule, however, the shippers who 
does not insure divides up his consi.u'n- 
ments Having to ship Sl.OOO.OOO lu- will 
give it in equal parts to four or five differ- 
ent vessels. It is a strict rule with some 
Wall street firms never to trust more than 
$250,000 at a time on any one ship. 

One of the singular circumstances con- 
nected with the shipping of gold is that 
f(»r the last twenty-years or more every 
keg which bus been taken out of Wall 
street has been handed down to the ves> 
sels liy one man, *' hom-st old John liark- 
ley," who is said to have grown rich iutlie 
business. For each keg he takes on board 
his truck he is paid §1, and the big heavy 
one he has had built for the spacial pur- 
jiose will carry $l',000,000, or forty kegs. 
A similar mono[)oly is held by Cooper 
.^I)ier, who furnishes all the kegs and 
packs them, getting $2 for each one com- 
pleted. 

In shipping specie there are many mat- 
ters of detail which the experienced man 
knows to be of prime importance, but 
which, to a person uiiaciiuamted with the 
business, seems valueless. For inatance. 
in making ready a shipment of $1,000,000 
to Europe the ordinary individual would 
be quite as willing to bag five-dollar pit c 's 
as double-eagles. Not so the sliipper w ho 
has his eye u])on the main <Uianoe> He 
demands the double-eagles every time. 
Chief among tlie rea.son8 for his choice is 
the fact that Specie shipped in any quan- 



lo.ssep, in weight, and conpe<juently in 
value, throiigli abrasion. While a live- 
thousand-'lollar bag made up of five-dollar 
coins would contain 1,000 pieces, the same 
sum in double-eagles would take only 260 
pieces. 

In the latter instance there is not much 
if any more than one*fourth of the chance 

for abrasion which exists in the former. 
Eight five-dollar pieces show a gieat«'r sur- 
face and -here UNieh eharper coinage lines 

than do <Iouble eagles, and the loss by 
abrasion on a long, rough ocean voyage 
must, rti course, be considerably greater 
with coins of lesser value. Tfie uninitiat* d 
would be apt to smile when told that 
there is a loss — and one of consequence — 
by this abrasion of coins. Circumstances, 
varying on diHeixMit voyages, of ri:»urse, 
pr/duce variance in the extent of the 
abrasion. " On an average," said a prom- 
inent shipper "a million of dollars sent 
across to London vyill lose— will lose — 
well a few dollars. Oh, that's definite 
enough." What the Wall .street irtan con- 
sidered a "few dollars" was shown by 
reference to the accotmt books of one of 
the heaviest houses in the Street. Taking 
shipments of $1,0(X),000 rer-ently made, 
one was found to have fallen short in the 
voyage of a fraction more than nir.e 
ounces, another a fraction more than 
eighteen ounces, another a fraction more 
than nineteen ounces, while in a shir- 
ment of S750.00() there was a los^ of a frac- 
tion more than twenty ounces. The aver- 
age loss can safely be estimated at sixteen 
ouncesona million dollar shipment. Gold, 
being worth SIO an ounce, sends the "few 
dollars" up to about S250. 

The onljr protection to be found against 
abrasion lies in the shipment of gold bars 
instead of in coin. Until <iuite recently, 
however, gold bars have not been obtaina- 
ble. To secure them the shipper has been 
obliged to pay a premium, and generally 
so high wastnat premium i»laced by the 
bullion brokers commanding the situation 
that the possible loss by abrasion would 
not by means balance it. But not long 
ago u change came over this con(liti(:)n of 
affairs, and a law lias been passed recently 
bv congress allowing the sub-treasury 
here to (lass out fine gold bars from its 
vaults in exchange for national cr»in. 

Tiiere is occasionally an interesting item 
of expense of another nature, the mere en 
try ot which on an account book would be 
apt to puzzle the man not acquainted with 
all the petty details of shipping. "Sixty 
bags" is the charge recently sent from 
London to one big New York shipper. 
This signified tliat the cooper here in 
fastening the iron V)ands uj»on the specie 
ke^s tore the bags containing the coin 
Tlie result was that the London agents of 
ti e New York hoi'ge were obliged to re- 
pack e\ery bag so torn, be the bole every 
so slight, before it could be place<l on 
the English market. The cost of new 
bags was a trivial matter, but it is of tri- 
vial matters that the man who handles 
millions is generally most careful.

K. Fox had wagered $260 that Professsor 
BiI)]K^ro ronld ace(»ni]'^'"he<l the feat and 
]Mr. L,i I'.rie, of the lirui of McCoy iS: La 
Brie, had wagered the same sum that he 
ooold Dot. Professor Bibbero was to have 
three chances. He tried first on May 31st 
was CflUKht by the current, and after drift- 
ing to Governor's Island, threw np his 
bound hamft and was t;ikpn into a boat 
which accompanied him in his swim. In 
June he maae another attempt, and this 
time, t(Mi he was unf:uc<'e?«fn^ Thecurrent 
tooic him t.iv our of Ins course, and after 
paddling like a dog for some time he was 
obliged to e;\ll for ai l, and l.e was dragged 
into the boat. On both of these occasions 
he liad atteiiii>ted to s^viIn _the East River 
from this eity to Brooklyn - and on boili 
occasions the effort was made when tlie 
tide was at flood. Newspaper reporters 
were invited to meet Bibijero, yesterday, 
at 11 n. m., at Xo. 91 South street, and wit- 
ness his third attempt ; but at tlie hour 
named, when the reporters reached the 
spot, it was announced that he had started 
from the Brooklyn side, and was already 
half-way across the river ; and soon after 
he appeared in the saloon. Ti e story of 
his exploit was told as follows: He was 
rowe<l over from No. 01 Soutli street at 
10:20 a. m., and reached a point in the 
East River about luetity-five yards from 
Jewell's dock at 10:5.3. In the boat with 
him were Charles siierer, referee; Frank 
CoUifis and Thos. Coddy. As soon as Hie 
boat reached the point selected for the be- 
ffinning of Bibbero's swim he besftii to 
disrobe himself. His arms were pinioned 
behind his back,60liiat they could not be 
moved. Then his feet were tied, a strong 
rope being fastened around each iinkle, 
and the two ankles being drawn together 
by another rojie. Referee .Sherer superin- 
tended these arranu'ements, and when all 
were complete<l Bibl>ero, at 11:10, was 

Sentlv pushed over tlie side ol the boat. 
[• disappeared for a moment, and then 
rose to the suiface and puffed from his. 
mouth a stream of water, such as a young 
whale might ejet^t upon coming to the sur- 
face. He lay uj)on Ids side and began to 
kick , with his feet, his hands remaining 
"perfectly motionles.«». He moved swiftly 
through the water toward the New Yoik 
shore, and at 11:20 a. m., was underthe 
great bridge and half-way across thecourse 
which he had marked out in Starting. He 
propelled hini.'^elf from this time on until 
11:28, when he was abreast of the Roose- 
velt street pier. Here a ferryboat was 
about starting out, and the referee decided 
that the Professor should be pulled from 
tlft water. He was tal<:en ffom the river 
at half past eleven, having been just 
.>%jBn^jj;^iiOU^fiUH the water. When taken 
out he was but ten yards from shore. It 
was the verdict in ^1 Coy <.\: i.a Erie's sa- 
loon that Professor Bibbero had won his 
$^250, and the referee said that Mr. La JJrie 
would be called on to pay the money.
